To Torn Out 3,500 Machines 


This Year. 


GOFFIN HEADS THE BOARD 


Plans to Send a Constant Stream of 
Trained Aviators to Aid Our Allies. 
Six Engineering Schools Have Added 
Aviation to Their Courses of Instruc­ 


tion. 


The Council of National Defense has 
announced the creation of an aircraft 
production bourd, to be headed by 
now ard E. Coffin. 
This step, according to Mr. Coffin, 
marks the completion of plans to turn 
out in American factories about 3,.VKI 
air machines this year aud double the 
output next year. 
They will include 
both training and battle types. 
The 
establishment of schools and training 
fields is ulso planned, with sufficient 
capacity not only to man these ma­ 
chines, but to supply a constant stream 
of aviators and mechanics to the Amer­ 
ican forces in Europe. This means the 
education of 6,000 aviators this year. 
Under tile auspices of six of the na­ 
tion's leading engineering schools ca­ 
dets are already under preliminary 
training for the American military air 
service, and negotiations for three of 
the nine training fields now content 
plated have been approved by the war 
department. Their preparation will be­ 
gin immediately. 


Won’t Purchase Abroad. 
Negotiations on contracts for aero­ 
planes are under way, and some neces­ 
sary orders have already been placed. 
The United States will not buy air­ 
craft abroad. 
The aircraft production board will 
act in the closest co-operation with the 
war and navy departments, especially 
with the recently created joint army 
and navy board on design and specifi­ 
cations. 
To Urgo Co-opsration. 
The general function of the aircraft 
production board, according to Mr. Cof­ 
fin, will be to bring manufacturers to­ 
gether and help make their resources 
available to the government and assist 
In stimulating the production of better 
types and greater quantities of air ma­ 
chines. 
“We have been in constant touch for 
wed;* with the aircraft manufactur- 
era on the problem of quality produc­ 
tion of machines.” Mr. Coffin said, 
“and the government authorities are 
already signing contracts for as many 
machines as our present appropriation 
permits. 
The United States can de­ 
pend on a minimum of 3.500 aircraft 
of ail type* the first year if congress 
authorizes bf to proceed. Thgjprygraai

“The country has made progress in 
developing aviators.

at Borden, out., one of the four camps 
established in Canada, and the avia­ 
tion school at Toronto, where cadets 
are trained under military discipline 
for the service, 
in these schools there 
has been IneorporaP'd tile latest linro- 
I>ean experience in the development of 
tills new art of the uir. 
“Our officers were deeply impressed 
with their observations, and as a re­ 
sult we calili together here the heads 
of six prominent engineering schools, 
which also have military training, and 
mad© plans to establish a similar sys­ 
tem in the United States. The six in 
stitutions are the Universities of Uall- 
fondu, Texas. Illinois urn! Ohio. Massa- 
chusett* Institute of Technology and 
Cornell university. Three technical in­ 
structors from each of these pine* s 
were sent to Toronto. They return**] 
on May 8, after a comprehensive study 
of the course given there, prepared to 
teach it themselves. On May IO these 
six engineering schools opened similar 
cadet aviation schools at their respec­ 
tive institutions.”

“I undertook the leadership of the 
American m inion with some reluct­ 
ance and diffidence," Mr. Balfour said. 
"I felt it ho easy to do harm and per­ 
haps not so easy to dogood, but, look­ 
ing back, I feel no harm has been 
done and much good.

The dif­ 
ferential can then lie packed w ith 
heavy grease, and unless the noise is 
due to considerable wear It should not 
{(Other you. The probabilities are th at 
the w ear occurs between the driving 
pinion and the crown gear. 
Any ad­ 
justm ents at tills point should be made 
by u repair man. 


My car has been run about 10,000 
miles. 
One of the rear cylinders is 
weak, letting the compression back into 
th* crank case. 
The valves, etc., ars 
tight. 
What might the trouble ba? 
Could it be a acor*? 
Either the piston rings ore broken 
and otherwise not perform ing their 
proper function or the cylinder is cut. 
It Is also iKsuiiblo, but not probable, 
that a sand hole in the piston casting 
is causing the trouble, 
To determ ine 
tho trouble it will Is* necessary to re­ 
move the cylinder for inspection. 


Whet final ratio Is considsrsd best on 
cere with 33 by 4 inch tires, and what 
speed should be obtained from this ra­ 
tio? 
The size of the tires Is not the all 
im|Mirtant factor in determ ining the 
proper gear ratio, as there are many 
other points to be considered, such as 
tho most efficient speed of the motor, 
the weight of the car, etc. These may 
bo alter the proper gear ratio that the 
mere aface of the tires becomes Insig­ 
nificant In determ ining the final reduc­ 
tion. 
W ith tills in view, it Is lmi>ossl- 
hie to state th at any given final reduc­ 
tion is best for a given tire size. 


It there any value in using chaine on 
the front ae well et th* rear wheels of 
a car? 
tr a in s on the front wheels facilitate 
steering only in bad going. A cbalu on 
one front wheel will answ er t lie pur­ 
pose well under ordinary conditions to 
prevent the front wheels from skidding. 


My car wee badly overheated about a 
year ago, after whioh it developed a 
knock. 
Have had it taken up, but soon 
after it wai as bad a* before. I would 
like advice es to how I should proceed 
to take th* motor out of the chassis as 
I wish to overhaul it myself, providing 
thoro ie no machine work to do. Should 
*t motor have a knock or motallio sound 
when warmed up running fifteen miles 
par hour with five passengers, a very 
little 
upgrade? 
Have 
driven 
5,000 
miles and th# motor is free from car­ 
bon. 
Have always used a medium oil, 
winter and summer. 
If you w ant to luke Hie motor nut 
of Hu* chassis you eau proceed us fol­ 
lows: First druid ail w ater from tin* 
cooling system by opening tin* cock ut 
Ila* bottom of the radiator; then dis­ 
connect the hose connect ions between 
motor and radiator. There are two uf 
these. 
Take off the radiator by un* 
fastening the bolts which hold it to 
the fram e. 
Disconnect tile spark and 
throttle controls from the bottom of 
the steering gear. 
loosen tho connec­ 
tion between the end of tho exhaust 
manifold and the pl (ie running to the 
muffler. 
Disconnect the gasoline fw d 
pipe from the carbureter. 
If the car 
is fitted with electric cranking and 
lighting, then you will have to remove 
the wires from the electric m otor and 
generator and also from the horn. 
Ho* 
Ntire to tag each w ire so you will know 
u here to replace It. 
TIm next step la to disengage the 
engine unit from the drive s h a ft There 
la a m eans of doing this back of the 
clutch. 
Take out the bolts that make 
the connection. 
Finally, remove tho 
holding bolts which fasten the rear 
arm s of the engine to the f rn rue mem­ 
bers and then disconnect the front 
support, and by the use of an over­ 
head cram* or block and pulley arrange­ 
m ent the engine should come out of 
the chassis. 


My car has an annoying akip that I 
cannot account for. Tho timer is now, 
Th* skip seems to bo a delaying firing, 
probably in th* fourth cylinder, judged 
by th* freer carbonising. 
Th* sound 
does not appear when th* ear stands 
•till, no matter how much I race th* 
angina, but from fifteen miles upward 
is practically continuous, and th* an­ 
gina doe* not now develop tho paper it 
should. Can it ba dua to a west? valve 
spring? 
It is very probable th a t tbts skip is 
due to a compression leak. 
Look to 
this source. 
A weak valve spring 
might ('ans© the trouble, but it is not 
probable. 


In casting east iron orank cases la it 
possible to cast a certain amount of 
carbon with tho iron to that th* catt­ 
ing will make a good wearing surface 
for a bearing? 
Cast iron against the 
steel of cam shaft or crank shaft? 
It is possible to cast carbon Into 
Iron. 
In fact, there is no iron that 
docs not contain a considerable amount 
of* carbon. 
However, if you have iu 
mind attem pting to mix carbon into 
iron yourself in a casting job it is 
advised that this proposition of mix­ 
ing alloys is In th© art of m etallurgy 
mid Is a thing which requirts great 
study for good result s.

Gravity ot Measures Made De­ 


lay Necessary, However. 


HASTE IN GRANTING FUNDS 


STRIKE IS ORiyiNQ 
MINERS FROM RUHE 


Careful Consideration Eliminated Some 
of the Most Objectionable Features 
From 
Various 
Measures— Debates 
Have Been Useful and Instructive. 
Much Power Given to Executive.

W ashington, 
June 
21.—I Special. ]— 
There has been delay in passing the 
w ar legislation. 
This has been criti­ 
cised in some quarters and indicates 
lack of appreciation of the grave situa­ 
tion with which the country is con­ 
fronted. T here have been delay and a 
great deal of discussion, but when an­ 
alysed they have been found to be nec­ 
essary, 
As to the actual w ar necessities—the 
furnishing of money and credit*—there 
has been little delay by congress. Most 
of this has been on account of the ex­ 
traordinary m easures which have been 
proposed by some of the departm ents, 
extraordinary because they give such 
grants of power to the executive. 
Not 
only are these grants found in the 
espionage measure, the most objection­ 
able features, such as the censorship 
provision, having l>een elim inated, but 
they are found In the fdbd bills, tho 
railroad control bill and other bills 
which have been presented for consid­ 
eration. 
Debates Hava Been Useful. 
In conulderatioii of these measures 
the debates have been useful in show­ 
ing tho extraordinary grants of power. 
In fact, It has been shown th at con­ 
gress has been practically asked to del­ 
egate its legislative powers to the ex­ 
ecutive departm ents as a w ar neces­ 
sity, 
As tho United States is 3,000 
miles from the war, it is hard to re­ 
alize that any such necessity exists; 
hence the long discussions aud impor­ 
tant am endm ents which have been 
(nude to most of the bills. 


Taft’s Surprising Suggestion. 
During the cam paign of 1012 or just 
preceding it President T aft m ade a aug 
gestUrn about disposing of ex-presidents 
so that they would no longer trouble 
the people. 
Of course he hud especial 
reference to Colonel Roosevelt, who 
was ju st then causing T aft more con­ 
cern than any orio else. 
Tin* rem ark of President T aft was 
recalled when he was quoted a few* 
days ago as saying that America would 
have to contribute 0,0ih),0(x> mon to the 
w ar aud untold resources. 
T hat wus 
an am azing statem ent, alanit the least 
cheerful contribution that lias been 
made by any public man since tin* war 
bcgau. 
Crops In tbs Northwest. 
Being a farm er himself it was n at­ 
ural th at Fen n o r Gronna of North Da­ 
kota should m ake observations of crop 
conditions while on a recent t lip home 
from tho far west. “ It has been quite 
dry Iii North Dakota and other west­ 
ern states,” he said, “but recent mins 
have bellied 
Everything is plant* d 
Thor© is abundant seeding, eiqiecially 
in my state, 
lf it was not for tin* war 
they would never be able to tuke the 
crops off the ground.” 


A Disquieting Suggestion. 
Th© rem ark of the North Dakota 
senator had a rather disquieting effect 
upon a num ber of people w ho heard 
it, for they fear that there may in* a 
great deal of trouble In harvesting the 
crops this fall. It will be a pity to see 
those crops go to w aste w hen they are 
so badly needed. 
One suggestion made In fbi* conneo 
tion is th at those who are exem pt from 
the m ilitary d ra ft for on© reason or 
another may be conscripted to help 
gather the crops. 
W hatever else the 
government does it Is bound to gather 
the harvests aud secure food. 
Had Prominent People. 
J. S. Holder, who more than any 
other one m an was responsible for 
baviug the statue of Sequoyah placed 
in memorial hall to represent Oklaho­ 
ma, says th at Fort Gibson, in that 
state, bus been the residence of many 
prom inent men. Among those lie named 
art* Ham Houston, Zachary Taylor, Je f­ 
ferson I>a\ is. W ashington Irving, Hen­ 
ry W adsw orth Longfellow and Jam es 
(J. Blaine. Taylor commanded the post 
long before the Mexican war. and Da­ 
vis was also in command years before 
he became head of the Confederacy. 


Comforting Gormans. 
Following the example of the presi­ 
dent, a great wauy men continue to re­ 
iterate the statem ent that “ we are 
not fighting the German jieople, but 
the German autocracy.” 
That is no 
doubt com forting to the Germ ans In 
this country, but some of our people 
would like to see a little reciprocity. 
They would like to see the German 
people stop sinking our ships, for one 
thing. 
Alaska Halping. 
Governor Strong of Alaska was in 
W ashington a few days ago and as­ 
sured governm ent officials th at Alaska 
was going to do her bit to help in 
the w ar against Germany. 
“We are 
going to raise enough potatoes to sup­ 
ply ourselves th la seu> >u “ he said aud 
added that great quantities of salmon 
would be exported.
